The charges are regarded as 
even worse than those made recently] 
against the parental school. The board 
—on Which are two physicians—as-| 
serted in writing that the manage- 
ment of the home did not take reason- | 
able precautions to prevent girls with 
infectious diseases from contaminating 
girls of the institution. 

“Owing to the fact that the phy- 
siclan makes but one visit to the home 
a day.“ says the board ot visitors, 
“children coming in after his morning 
hours, who may be in a highly infec- 
tious condition, are allowed to mingle 
and even sleep with well children, 
which, of course, offers infinite possi- 
bilities for contagion. Infected girls. 
are sometimes left without adequate 
treatment for weeks, so that their en- 
dition is then worse than upon en- 
trance.” 3 

“ Appalling in Horror.” 

But that is not all. The visitors sav 
that “the whole system is simply ap- 
palling in its horror, when we realize 
that children are not born delinquent 
or vicious.”
